loves together. Three noble Romans for love of i.5.14. 
their ravifht wives, made an end of themſelves. 

orpheus his wife dying on the wedding day,he-ne- 
ver loved other, but left the world to be a com- 
panion to his deceaſed wife, A great Don of Spaine, 
having ſuſtained this lofſe, that\was his bed , his 
board, his pillow; ſlept a years fpae in his clothes, 
eat not on any Table-cloth , not fate down in a 
chaire,

ter cannot quench love , neither cam the flouds 
drows it. 

This is the love that paſt betwixt Fonathan and 
David, . that like Hippoc. twins did impart joys and 
ſorrows one to another, and which I have endea- 
vour'd torecommend to you, in this maſterpiece of 
love in the old Teſtament, which is the character 
of a true diſciple of the new; Saint Pas/s moſt ex- 
cellent way, and Saint Fohns all-ſufficient-exerciſe ; 
who in age not able to aſcend the pulpit, and 
carried to Church, uſed to ſay no more, but my 
little children love one apother ; and being askt by 
his diſciples the reaſon of ſo frequent repetition of 
theſe words,anſwered, 2uia [paar goa Domini eſt,& 
ſs ſolum fiat ſufficit, Tis the Lords command, it this 
be done, then all is done. 

Where alſo I might ſeaſonably ſhut up my ſay- 
ings,were it not where Fonathans part goes out, as 
acted,there onr ſecond Foxathay, this much lamen- 
ted perſon ſhould come in : on whom deaths ſable 
mantle here hath overſpread it ſelf, and on whom 
this leſſon of the Bow with David-like affeRion, 
may be playd 8& wept anew, as being with little va- 
riation fit parallels in circumſtance of lite,and ſome 
ſimilitude of death, names anſwering in man- 
ners, and natures all agreeing : for which let me be- 
ſpeak your eares and affections for ſome ſpare mi- 
nutes, and ſo an end. | 

For their deſcent and family, Solowwox tells us 
that the glory of children are their fathers; Fona- 
than was of the tribe of Benjamin, unattainted for 
treaſon or apoſtaſy: Saint Paul could boaſt of this, 
if 
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if that Chriſt had not been in the ballance, and our 
| one” of the ancient family of the Lucies, whoſe 

oyalty to my report, was never yet impeacht, bur 
as Jonathan to Saul, Artabanus to Cinnamws, Or Fer- Ny Ls 
dinando the Protector to the Caſtilian Princes, faith- j;; ;.9 
fully rendred and performed. For religion, as Foxa- 
than proteſt and maintained the faith of Abrahar 

and 7ſrael his fathers, ſo he the Church of England, 

eldeſt daughter to Rome, planted here by the A- 
poſtles of Chriſt, confirmed and *propagated by 

King Lucizs,without a licenſe from the Pope ; ma- 

king ſome ſuite for his counſel, but owing none to 

his court : which religion came along, though leſle 
viſible in her profeflors, like thoſe rivers that runne 

under ground , or as the 0rinoque thorough the falc 
ſea; retaining ſtill her freſher water, untill at laſt 
it brake - forth again, and was conſpicuous to 
the world in the confeſſion of Argzuſta, and the 
proteſtation at Spzers , and the Apologies of the 
Church of England, 

A religion like Chriſt its own Law-giver , the 

firſt and the laſt, the true and pure Elixar, drawn Rev. r. 17. 
out of the new Teſtament, and into that ( caſting 
off all ſcum and froth of corrupt times contracti- 
on) at laſt reſolving it ſelf, for when death calls the 
adverſaries to the bar, and gives them the book to 
atteſt the whole truth, & nothing but the truth, then 
Bellarmine untwiſts with Pexelope his laborious webb 
of workes, and makes up the whole piece with 
the onely T; + angie of truſt in Gods mercy, for 
tear ot vain-glory and uncertainty of mans righte- 
ouſneſs; and in this mind and religion he makes his 
laſt wil,with Lord have mercy on me,not as a rewarder 
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of Merits, but as an almoner of Pardons, Another 
great Lord,a great Anti-proteſtant in his life,is per- 
{waded at his death by his Chancellor, to the truth 
of his own uſual ſaying:he is the beſt Bow-man that 
ſhootes next to the mark; and ſo rejeQing all other 
aimes given by his Prieſts dies Proteſtant, fixing 
the arrow ot his faith in the onely and pure white 
of Chriſts merits: A religion which Father Sherer 
commends to his penitent at laſt, without mention 
of his former ambageous trifles ; the Confeſlor 
conteſſing to the ſick , Sir, we uſe to deal one wa 

with the ſound and well, but another with the ſic 

and weak. Thus the wounded Fowl betakes her 
ſelf to firm land and leaving her vagaries in 
the water, as Balaam, all his: Eflayes againſt the 
truth of 7ſrael, cries out, Let me die the death of the 
the proteſtant righteous, and let my laſt end be like unto 
his. | 
Of this religion was the generation of our wor- 
thies fathers to three or foure aſcents; whoſe no- 
ble examples have watered theſe parts, as the four 
rivers falling from the mountaines of the Moon 
watered Paradiſe. In this religion, to ſee and ob- 
ſerve his Bow, and bent, his praRtiſe in his rimely 
readineſs like a morning ftarre, or Lucifer, reſorting 
and calling out his famuly to the publick ſervice of 
God, how have I been comforted and cheared ! 
and for the order and harmony in private and at 
home, I may ſay with Ferom, Fidebar mihi _— 


chores Angelorams , Methought I was among 
"Quire of Angels : and when the bow of death gave 


him that lamentable blow , of which though he 
left his life, yet he took his religion away with 
him, 
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him, what time he made his compellation to the 
wicneſles round about him, that as in the proteſhon 
of the Church of England he had lived, to he re- 
ſolvedto die ; and in that mind he departed. To 
adde a teſtimony of his own, ( not ſetting aſide the 
brethen of the Allvbrogick plat-form ) good God, 
how didſt thou incline his heart with Forathan to 
Samuel, and the men of God, to the Clergy con- 
ſtant to their order, and of the Orthedox affection! 
Let the houſe of Aaron now confeſle, what {ignal 
loves they have received, as it his houſe had been 
a Nath or Colledge for the entertainment of ſcho- 
lars, andan Academy for their reſort, his nature be- 
ing compoſed as Daniels, Iſh chemdeth, a man of de- 
fires, or a deſirable man ; as Cymbalum mund”, to in-

And could my ſpeech reach to the ears of all his 
brothers and ſiſters, I would appeal to their report,

And you his Tenants and ſervants, whom he 
might ſay with Pyrrhus, he never ſent away to wear 
black > ons in ſorrow for his a&ts, how you 
that have been faithfull in few things , hath he not 4 
made rulers over many ?* and if you like ſtones 
ſhould hold your peace, the Farmes, Leaſes and 
Eſtates for life would ſpeak, by him 'granted.and 
confirmed ; ſay Sirs, for that lictle model of com- 
mands in his courtly ſervice , found you nota great 
appearance of the graces in his rewards? he hath 
put the proverb out of date, ag old ſerving-man 
and a new gentleman in the place ; how many lar- 
oefles to his lacquais,ſuites of cloths,with Fonathan, 
hath he pur off to inveſt and make known his favo- 
rites withal 2 And now may you worthily. put on: 
your mourning weeds for Fonathan: ye daughters of 
Sion weep for him that clothed you in ſcarlet , and put 
ornaments of 20ld upon your apparel: and ſome whoſe © 
lives he ſought to ſave with the hazard of his own, 

To ſpeak all ina few words, his houſe was a 
Bethgerim for hoſpitality of ſtrangers, a Bethlehem, 
an houſe of bread for the needy bellies, the poole 
of. Betheſdah tor relief of waiters in her porches; and Zucius & 47- 
the houſe of the Zuczes joyned tothe Spencers, was, jo 
pardon the compariſon , thoſe two fiſhes which by 
the blefling of the Son of God, did feed five 
thouſand perſons, and twelve baskets for the poor.
